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I  want  to  thank  my  Heavenly  Father 
for  the  privilege  of  meeting  with  you  this 
day.  In  the  first  place  I  want  to  endorse 
with  all  my  heart  and  soul  the  remarks 
that  have  been  made  during  the  morning 
session.  I  think  they  were  most  timely 
and  I  wish  to  say  to  the  people  of  the 
Church,  no  matter  where  they  may  live, 
these  things  apply  to  our  every  day  life 
and  if  adhered  to  will  make  better  men 
and  better  women  of  us. 

Not  Ashamed  of  the  Church. 

The  examples  that  we  set  wherever  we 
go  are  but  one  way  of  preaching  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  1  have  never 
been  ashamed  to  acknowledge  that  I  am 
a  Mormon,  if  you  plea?e,  a  member  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  tf  Latter-day 
Saints,   and  in  so  doinr  I  cannot  recall 


one  instance  in  my  life  when  it  has  re- 
dounded to  my  disadvantage.  When  1 
see,  as  I  have  seen  in  times  past,  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  shrinking  in  certain 
society  or  associations  from  letting  people 
know  that  they  are  members  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  I  have  only  pity 
for  them.  If  the  principles  of  the  Gospel 
were  lived  by  every  man  who  professes 
to  be  a  Latter-day  Saint  we  would  be  the 
ideal  people  of  the  world,  and  I  believe 
that  we  are  even  under  present  condi- 
tions. 

Prohibitionists. 

Do  we  believe  in  prohibit  ion?  I  can- 
not but  say,  without  a  question  of 
doubt,  that  there  are  a  greater  number 
of  Latter-day  Saints  who  not  only  believe 
it  but  practice  it  than  in  any  ether  com- 
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munity  of  like  number  or  any  other  place 
in  all  the  world.  It  means  so  much  to  us 
and  the  world,  and  we  profess  so  much 
for  those  who  live  it.  I  hope  and  trust 
that  it  will  grow  in  the  hearts  of  the 
people  until  every  man  bearing  the 
priesthood  of  the  living  God  can  say,  "I 
am  a  prohibitionist.  I  am  proud  of  it." 
Acknowledge  it.  I  testify  to  you  that 
there  has  never  been  a  place  where  I 
have  been  present,  in  this  country  or  in 
foreign  lands,  where  it  has  mortified  me 
in  the  least  degree  to  acknowledge  it  by 
word  or  action — I  not  only  profess  to  be 
a  prohibitionist,  but  that  I  live  the  law 
and  have  done  so  all  my  life,  thanks  to 
that  mother  God  gave  me. 

Ingersoll's  View  Regarding  Alcohol. 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  talk 
lately  to  the  effect  that  ,the  prohibition 
law  should  be  repealed.  Would  it  be  bet- 
ter for  the  world?  I  do  not  believe  so. 
No  one  can  claim  that  Eobert  G.  Inger- 
soll  was  a  fanatic  religiously,  and  I  know 
of  no  one  who  has  expressed  himself 
upon  the  curse  of  alcohol  stronger  than 
has  Eobert  G.  Ingersoll.  I  would  that 
the  whole  world  would  study  what  he 
said  is  the  result  of  its  use.  And  while 
this  question  is  before  the  nation,  if  you 
please,  and  many  I  find,  even  among  our 
people,  believe  it  would  be  best  to  have 
the  prohibition  law  repealed,  I  want  to 
call  your  attention  to  what  Eobert  Inger- 
soll said  regarding  alcohol : 

I  am  aware  that  there  is  prejudice  a- 
^ainst  any  man  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  alcohol.  I  believe  that  from  the 
time  it  issues  from  the  coiled  and  poison- 
ous worm  in  the  distillery  until  it 
empties  into  the  heil  of  death,  dishonor 
and  crime  it  demoralizes  everything  that 
touches  it  from  its  source  to  its  end. 

I  do  not  believe  that  any  one  can  con- 
template the  object  without  prejudice  a- 
gainst  the  liquor  crime.  All  we  have  to 
do,  gentlemen,  is  to  think  of  the  wrecks 
on  either  bank  of  the  stream  of  death, - 
of  the  suicides,  of  the  insanity,  of  the 
poverty,  of  the  ignorance,  of  the  destitu- 
tion, of  the  little  children  tugging  at  the 
faded   and    withered   breasts   of   weeping 


and  despairing  mothers,  of  the  wives  ask- 
ing for  bread,  of  the  men  of  genius  it  has 
wrecked,  and  men  struggling  with 
imaginary  serpents,  I  believe  every 
thoughtful  man  is  prejudiced  against 
this  damned  stuff  that  is  called  aicohoi! 

Intemperance  cuts  down  youth  in  its. 
vigor,  manhood  in  its  strength  and  age  in 
its  weakness.  It  breaks  the  father's 
heart,  bereaves  the  doting  mother,  ex- 
tinguishes natural  affections,  erases  con- 
jugal love,  blots  out  filial  attachments, 
blights  parental  hope,  and  brings  down, 
mourning  age  in  sorrow  to  the  grave.  It 
produces  weakness,  not  strength ;  sick- 
ness, not  health;  death,  not  life.  It 
makes  wives  widows,  children  orphans, 
lathers  fiends,  and  all  of  them  paupers 
and  beggars.  It  feeds  rheumatism, 
nurses  gout,  invites  cholera,  impart s- 
pestilence  and  embraces  consumption. 

It     covers  '  the     land     with     idleness, 
misery    and    crime.         It    fills   our   jails, 
almshouses  and  asylums.      It   engenders, 
controversy,    fosters    quarrels    and    cher- 
ishes   riots.        It    crowds    our    penitent- 
iaries and  furnishes  victims  for  the  scaf 
fold.     It  is  the  life  blood  of  the  gambler, 
the  element  of  the  burglar,  the  prop  of 
the  highwayman  and  the  support  of  the 
midnight  incendiary. 

It  countenances  the  liar,  respects  the 
thief,  esteems  the  blasphemer.  It  viol- 
ates obligations,  reverences  fraud  and 
honors  infamy.  It  defames  benevolence, 
hates  love,  scorns  virtue,  slanders  inno- 
cence. 

It  incites  the  father  to  butcher  his 
helpless  offspring,  helps  the  husband  to 
massacre  his  wife,  and  the  children  to 
grind  the  patricidal  ax.  It  burns  up 
men,  consumes  women,  detests  life, 
curses  God  and  despises  heaven.  It 
suborns  witnesses,  nurses  perjury,  de- 
files the  jury  box  and  stains  the  judicial 
ermine.  It  degrades  the  citizen,  debases 
the  legislature,  dishonors  the  statesman, 
and  disarms  the  patriot. 

It  brings  shame — not  honor,  terror — 
not  safety,  despair — not  hope,  misery — 
not  happiness;  and  with  the  malevol- 
ence of  a  fiend  it  calmly  surveys  its 
frightful  desolation,   and  unsatiated  with 
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havoc,  it  poisons  felicity,  kills  peace, 
ruins  morals,  blights  confidence,  slays 
reputations  and  wipes  out  national  honor 
— then  curses  the  world  and  laughs  at 
its  ruin. 

fs  there  anyone  who  can  deny  these 
statements?  What  mode  trouble  and 
sorrow  could  come  to-  a  mother  or  a 
father,  a  sister  or  a  brother,  than  to  have 
one  of  their  loved  ones  addicted  to  the 
alcoholic  curse?  What  right  thinking 
person  can  believe  it  should  be  sanction- 
ed by  law.?  No.  God  grant  that  it  shall 
never  come  to  our  fair  America  again! 

I  do  not  say  that  the  present  adminis- 
tration of  the  law  is  perfect.  I  do  not 
say  that  it  has  been  enforced  to  the 
length  it  could  be.  But  I  do  say  and  I 
do  claim  that  it  is  a  thousand  times  bet- 
ter than  if  we  had  to-day  the  open  sa- 
loon, the  hell-holes  of  Satan  himself. 
Eastern  States  Mission  Accomplishments 

There  are  so  many  questions  of  vital 
importance,  my  brethren  and  sisters, 
that  could  be  spoken  of  and  which  have 
been  referred  to  by  those  who  have  ad- 
dressed this  Conference.  If  I  do  tres- 
pass a  moment  I  want  to  make  reference 
to  the  Eastern  States  Mission',  and  ac- 
knowledge the  splendid  work  accompl- 
ished by  Brother  James  H.  Movie  the 
president  of  that  Mission.  He  has  made 
it  possible  to  reach  not  only  the  few  that 
come 'to  church,  but  also  the  thousands 
wJ'o  listen  to  our  Elders'  sermons  by 
radio.  The  last  two  nights  I  have' read 
the  speeches  that  have  been  delivered 
over  the  radio  in  the  Eastern  States  Mis- 
sion by  our  Elders.  Brother  Movie  tells 
me  that  the  radio  speeches  do  not  cost 
the  Mission  a  cent,  and  I  have  not  the 
least  doubt  that  they  have  reached  ten  of 
thousands  of  people  who  had  never  heard 
of  Mormonism  or  had  one  principle  of  our 
Gospel  explained  to  them  by  a  member 
of  the  Church.  He  informs  me  that  al 
most  all  of  these  speeches  have  been  pre- 
pared by  young  missionaries  themselves. 
Many  of  them  are  masterpieces.  It 
would  do  this  great  congregation  and  all 
the  thousands  who  are  listening  in  over 
the  radio  a  great  deal  of  good  to  hear 
them  delivered  from  this  stand. 


God  at  the  Helm. 

This  work  is  growing.  The  God  of 
heaven  is  at  the  helm.  He  has  never 
made  one  prediction  through  his  pro- 
phets  in  any  age  of  the  world  nor  in  this 
day  and  dispensation  that  will  not  be 
literally  fulfilled.  I  know  it  as  I  know 
that  1  live.  God  grant  his  blessings  un- 
to the  President  of  the  Church,  the 
General  Authorities  of  the  Church,  the 
organizations  of  the  priesthood,  and  ali 
the  people  of  the  Church.  Remember, 
brethren  and  sisters,  you  belong  to  the 
most  remarkable  organization  in  all  the 
world.  God  give  us  power  and  strength 
and  the  determination  to  do  our  part  to 
bring  about  the  purposes  of  God  in 
establishing  his  Church  in  this  day  and 
generation,  I  ask  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  Amen.

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REACHING    AFTER    OUR     DEAD 


Address  over  Radio  Station  KSL,  Sunday  Evening,  Sept.  21,  1930,  By  Dr.  JAMES 
E.  TALMAGE  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 


It  is  customary  in  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  to  set 
apart  this  particular  Sunday,  or  the  Sun- 
day coming  nearest  this  date,  September 
21st.  and  to  observe  the  day  as  'Genealo- 
gical Sunday.  The  purpose  of  this 
special  designation  and  appointment  is 
that  of  promoting  among  the  members  of 
the  Church  a  vital  active  interest  in  the 
compilation  of  genealogical  records,  in 
the  collating  of  items  of  lineage,  and  in 
the  formulation  of  true  family  pedigrees, 
so  that  the  relationship  between  ances- 
try and  posterity  may  be  determined 
and  made  readily  accessible. 

The  achievements  of  the  Church  in 
this  broad  field  of  research  have  already 
evoked  very  general  and  commendatory 
comment  among  organizations  which  are 
engaged,  in  investigations  of  a  similar 
kind,  in  many  countries  One  of  our  very 
important  auxiliaries  is  the  Genealogical 
Society,  of  large  membership  and  of 
never  ceasing  but  ever  increasing 
activity. 

Widespread   Interest  in   Genealogy. 

The  last  eight  or  nine  decades  have 
witnessed  a  development  of  interest  in 
genealogical  matters  theretofore  un- 
known in  modern  times.  It  is  an  observ- 
able fact  that  there  has  been  and  yet  is 
an  influence  operative  in  the  world,  a 
spirit  moving  upon  the  people,  in  re- 
sponse to  which  the  living  are  yearningly 
reaching  back  to  learn  of  their  dead. 

Family  Bibles  are  searched,  mourning 
cards  and  rings  are  scrutinized  ;  the  in- 
scriptions on  tombstones  are  carefully 
examined ;  town  and  parish  registers  are 
investigated  and  marriage  records  care- 
fully looked  into — all  in  order  that  the 
line  of  descent  may  be  found.  Men  of 
wealth,  and  many  of  small  possessions, 
moved,  by  this  impelling  genius  of  the 
times,  have  devoted  energy  and  money 
to  researches  concerning  their  ancestors ; 


and  large  volumes  have  been  published 
iu  consequence.  In  this,  as  in  so  many 
other  distinguishing  features  of  particu- 
lar epochs  or  periods,  an  influence  super- 
ior to  man's  own  purpose  is  at  work. 

Purposeful  Activity  in  the  Church. 

The  Latter-day  Saints  have  a  specific 
and  unique  purpose  in  genealogical  in- 
vestigation. They  seek  not  aristocracy 
of  ancestry  but  the  facts  of  family  re- 
lationship, let  the  line  lead  where  it 
may ;  and  the  shadow  of  falsification 
would  be  fatal  to  their  object.  But  let 
me  explain  why  this  particular  Sunday 
of  the  year  is  chosen  for  special  consider- 
ation of  genealogical  matters  in  the 
Church.  On  the  night  of  September  21, 
1823,  Joseph  Smith,  a  prophet  and  seer, 
was  visro-vt!  by  a  resurrected  personage, 
who  appeared  in  light  and  glory  and  an- 
nounced himself  as  Moroni  "  a  messen- 
ger sent  from  the  presence  of  God."  At 
that  visit  the  angel  declared  the  exist- 
ence of  an  ancient  record  and  described 
the  place  of  its  deposit.  The  modern 
translation  of  this  record  is  The  Book  of 
Mormon.  Moroni  then  cited  certain 
prophecies  contained  in  the  Old  Test- 
ament, some  of  them  in  the  very  words 
appearing  in  our  Bibles,  while  other  pas- 
sages were  given  as  somewhat  different 
versions.  Thus,  the  last  two  verses  of 
the  4th  chapter  of  Malachi  were  render- 
ed in  this  wise:  "  Behold,  I  will  reveal 
unto  you  the  Priesthood,  by  the  hand  of 
Elijah  the  prophet,  before  the  coming 
of  the  great  and  dreadful  day  of  the 
Lord.  And  he  shall  plant  in  the  hearts 
of  the  children  the  promises  made  to  the 
fathers,  and  the  hearts  of  the  children 
shall  turn  to  their  fathers.  If  it  were 
not  so,  the  whole  earth  would  be  utterly 
wasted  at  his  coming. 

Elijah  the  Prophet  Confers  Authority. 

This  prediction  was  most  gloriously 
realized  on  the  3rd  day   of  April,    1836, 
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when,  in  the  Temple  at  Kirtland,  Ohio, 
the  ancient  prophet  manifested  himself 
to  Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery. 
This  is  the  record:  "  Elijah  the  prophet, 
who  was  taken  to  heaven  without  tasting 
death,  stood  before  us,  and  said:  Be- 
hold, the  time  has  fully  come,  which  was 
spoken  of  by  the  mouth  of  Malachi — 
testifying  that  he  (Elijah)  should  be 
sent,  before  the  great  and  dreadful  day 
of  the  Lord  come — To  turn  the  hearts  of 
the  fathers  to  the  children,  and  the 
children  to  the  fathers,  lest  the  whole 
earth  be  smitten  with  a  curse — There- 
fore, the  keys  of  this  dispensation  are 
committed  into  your  hands;  and  by  this 
ye  may  know  that  the  great  and  dread- 
ful day  of  the  Lord  is  near,  even  at  the 
door."  (Doctrine  and  Covenants,  110: 
13-10). 

The  modern  reiteration  of  the  pro- 
phecy voiced  through  Malachi  was  made 
on  the  night  of  September  21,  -1823: 
hence  the  significance  of  each  recurring 
anniversary.  As  to  what  Elijah  came  to 
do,  and  did,  and  of  the  importance  of  his 
mission,  we  have  many  confirmatory 
scriptures.  In  the  first  place  let  us  re- 
member that  "  through  the  Atonement, 
of  Christ  all  mankind  may  be  saved  by 
obedience  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of 
the  Gospel." 

For  the  Living,  and  the  Dead. 

One  of  the  essential  requirements  of 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  at  once  a  law 
and  an  ordinance  to  be  administered  in- 
dividually, is  baptism  by  immersion  in 
water  at  the  hands  of  one  holding  the 
requisite  power  and  authority  of  Priest- 
hood ;  and  a  succeeding  ordinance  is 
that  of  the  bestowal  of  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  by  the  authoritative  imposi- 
tion of  hands.  To  these  essential  ordin- 
ances the  Savior  referred  in  that  memor- 
able night  interview  with  the  learned 
Jew,  Nicodemus.  You  know  the  story; 
it  is  recorded  in  the  3rd  chapter  of  John. 
The  eminent  Sanhedrist  came  to  make 
inquiry  of  Christ  concerning  His  teach- 
ings and  wonderful  works,  when,  seem- 
ingly with  some  abruptness,  Jesus  said 
unto  him:  "Except  a  man  be  born  of 
water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter 


into  the  kingdom  of  fGod."  In  the  fight 
of  our  Lord's  further  teachings  it  is 
plainly  demonstrated  that  the  new  birth 
here  referred  to  embraces  water  bapt- 
ism and  the  higher  baptism  of  the  Spirit 
into  a  new  life. 

It  is  irrational  to  assume  that  in  so 
positive  a  declaration  Jesus  had  refer- 
ence only  to  the  people  then  living  in  the 
flesh,  or  to  them  and  others  who  yet 
would  live.  If  baptism  be  thus  indis- 
pensable to  salvation,  what  shall  be  the 
lot  of  those  who  have  never  learned  of 
it,  and  of  those  myriads  of  others  who 
have  never  had  opportunity  to  comply 
with  the  law?  Would  you  have  me  be 
lieve  that  men  are  to  be  condemned  for 
non-compliance  with  a  law  with  which 
they  have  never  become  acquainted, 
without  opportunity  of  making  amends 
for  the  omission  that  was  no  fault  of 
theirs,  or  that  men  who  have  never  been 
able  to  be  baptized  are  to  be  hopelessly 
condemned? 

The  Gospel  Preached  in  the  Spirit 
World. 

The  divine  word  has  been  given  unto 
man  that  there  is  hope,  aye,  assurance 
for  the  dead.  Call  to  mind  the  words  of 
the  Christ,  addressed  to  certain  Jews  not 
long  before  His  crucifixion:  "The  hour 
is  coming,  and  now  is,  when  the  dead 
shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of  God  : 
and  they  that  hear  shall  live  .  .  .  Marvel 
not  at  this:  for  the  hour  is  coming,  in 
which  all  that  are  in  the  graves  shall 
hear  his  voice."    (John  5:  25,  28). 

Peter  tells  us  how  and  when  this  far- 
reaching  promise  was  realized,  through 
the  Savior's  preaching  to  the  spirits  in 
prison  during  the  period  of  His  disem- 
bodiment, spirits  who  had  been  disobe- 
dient while  in  the  flesh.  (See  1  Peter 
3:  18-20).  It  is  wholly  in  accord  with 
the  tenor  of  sacred  writ  to  believe  that 
the  missionary  labor  thus  begun  by  the 
Christ  in  person  among  the  disembodied 
has  been  continued  and  is  yet  in  pro- 
gress. Thus  piovision  is  made  for  those 
who  have  had  no  opportunity  of  accept- 
ing the  Gospel  in  the  flesh,  and  per- 
chance for  those  also  who  have  neglected 
their   opportunities    provided    they    have 
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striven  to  make  amends  by  contrite  re- 
pentance. Let  no  man  procrastinate  his 
repentance  by  the  deceiving  thought  that 
he  can  easily  catch  up  and  make  good  be- 
yond the  veil.  That  would  be  illogical, 
inconsistent,  foolish. 

Vicarious  Ministry. 

Nicodemus,  we  remember,  was  much 
puzzled  at  our  Lord's  words,  and  in- 
quired: "  How  can  a  man  be  born  when 
he  is  old?  Can  he  enter  the  second  time 
into  his  mother's  womb,  and  be  born?" 

We  may  ask,  in  the  fashion  of  Nico- 
demus :  How  can  a  man  be  baptized 
when  he  is  dead  ?  Can  he  enter  a  second 
time  into  his  body  of  flesh  and  bones  and 
be  immersed  in  water?  The  answer  has 
been  given  through  revelation — that  the 
work  for  the  dead  in  the  matter  of  those 
essential  ordinances  may  be  performed 
upon  this  earth  by  the  living  decend- 
ants  in  behalf  of  their  dead  progenitors. 
I  think  we  cannot  seriously  question  the 
validity  of  the  principle  of  vicarious  ser- 
vice. Certainly  no>  man  who  believes  in 
the  Atonement  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
can  deny  the  efficacy  of  such  service 
The  Atonement  was  preeminently  a 
vicarious  sacrifice:  it  comprised  the 
death  of  a  sinless  Man.  the  death  of  an 
embodied  God,  in  behalf  of  sinners. 

Prophecy  Gloriously  Fulfilled. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  proclaims  to  the  world  that 
Malachi,  the  last  of  the  prophets  whose 
writings  appear  in  the  Old  '  Testament, 
spoke  the  truth,  and  moreover  that 
Elijah  has  come,  and  has  conferred  the 
authority  referred  to  for  the  turning  of 
the  hearts  of  the  children  in  the  flesh  to- 
ward their  dead  ancestors,  and,  reciproc- 
ally, the  hearts  of  the  dead  toward  their 
posterity  on  earth. 

Why  should  we  question  the  fulfil- 
ment of  prophecy  when  thus  attested  ? 
Malachi  voiced  the  word  of  the  Lord  to 
the  effect  that  Elijah  would  come — that 
was  about  three  hundred  years  before  the 
birth  of  Christ.  Moroni,  in  September, 
1823,  affirmed  that  the  fulfilment  of  that 
prophecy  was  near  at  hand ;  and  the 
prophet    Joseph     Smith     avows     that  in 


April,  1936,  Elijah  did  come  and  bestow 
the  authority  requisite  for  the  vicarious 
service  of  the  living  in  behalf  of  their 
dead.  That  labor  of  sacred  ministry  for 
the  dead  is  in  progress.  Where?  In  the 
Temples  that  have  been  reared  and  are 
maintained  and  operated  by  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  in 
these  mountain  valleys  of  Utah,  in 
Arizona,  to  the  south,  in  Canada,  and  at 
Laie  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  in  which 
places  are  sacred  Temples--seven  in  all-- 
wherein  baptisms  and  holy  endowments 
are,  in  course  of  administration  to  the 
living  for  their  dead. 

Ancient  Ordinances  Restored. 

'  Baptism  for  the  departed  is  no  modern 
innovation,  except  as  a  restoration  of 
ancient  ordinances.  Call  to  mind  the 
question  put  by  Paul  as  a  climax  to  his 
argument  on  the  actuality  of  the  resur- 
rection: "Else  what  shall  they  do  which 
are  baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the  dead  rise 
not  at  fill?  Why  are  thev  then  baptized 
for  the  dead?"  (1  Cor.  15:  29). 

The  studiously  inclined  will  find  much 
of  interest  in  consulting  Bible  comment- 
aries and  reading  the  notes  relating  to 
that  verse.  The  great  commentator,  Dr. 
Adam  Clarke,  in  his  colossal  work,  ex- 
hibits in  connection  with  his  comments 
splendid  frankness  and  honesty  in  declar- 
ing his  inability  to  make  explanation.  I 
quote':  "  This  is  certainly  the  most  diffi- 
cult verse  in  the  New  Testament;  for, 
notwithstanding  the  greatest  and  wisest 
men  have  labored  to  explain  it,  there  are 
to  this  day  nearly  as  many  different  in- 
terpretations of  it  as  there  are  interpre- 
ters." That  was  written  in  the 
early  part  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury, shortly  before  the  organization  of 
this  Church.  At  that  time  Elijah  had 
not  come  and  vicarious  work  for  the 
dead,  such  as  baptism,  was  rarely  hinted 
at  as  a  doctrine,  and,  of  course,  never 
taught  or  practised  as  an  ordinance  in 
any  of  the  churches. 

Yet  wherein  lies  the  difficulty?  It  is 
only  when  we  try  to  read  metaphors  into 
the  lines  and  figures  of  speech  where 
they  do  not  belong  that  we  encounter 
difficulties.     It  seems  to  me  that  the  ar- 
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gument  is  distinctly  P'auline  in  charac- 
ter— learned,  sound,  terse,  pointed, 
•direct — You  doubt  the  resurrection? 
Well,  then,  why  are  you  baptized  for 
your  dead  if  the  dead  are  not  to  rise  at 
all?  Do  you  think  the  scholarly  Paul 
would  have  used  such  challenge  if.  the 
people  knew  nothing  about  baptism  for 
the  dead''1 

We  are  living  in  the  Dispensation  of 
the  Fulness  of  Times  ;  and  it  is  absolutely 
•essential  to  the  revealed  plan  of  God 
that  these  ancient  ordinances  be  restor- 
ed. Upon  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  has  been  laid  the  com- 
mission to  carry  out  the  work  inaugurat- 
ed through  Elijah  in  these  days. 

Family  Relationship  Beyond  the  Veil. 

It  has  been  made  plain  that  we  cannot 
become  perfect  in  the  hereafter  without 
our  dead,  nor  can  they  reach  perfection 
without  us.  We  have  to  be  together  in 
the  relationship  that  was  established  by 
fi\X\'  lineage  and  birth  here  upon  the 
earth.  Do  you  not  yearn  to  be  with  your 
departed  ones  when  your  time  shall  come 
to  go?  Would  heaven  be  heaven  to  you 
if  you  were  saved  and  they  shut  out  from 
your  company  ? 

You  have  read,  perhaps  a  story  that  has 
come  down  to  us  from  the  not  very  distant 
past,  of  certain  ardent  missionaries  who 
tried  to  convert  a  heathen  tribe.  They 
preached  orthodox  Christianity  as  it  was 
understood  at  the  time,  and  they  made 
a  great  impression  upon  the  people.  The 
missionaries  were  called  to  meet  the 
chiefs  of  the  tribe.  The  pagan  king 
spoke :  ' '  We  are  impressed  by  what  you 
■say.  We  like  this  teaching  of  yours. 
We  are  learning  to  love  the  Christ  whom 
you  preach.  We  are  beginning  to  see 
that  we  have  been  living  in  darkness. 
But  there  is  a  question  we  wish  to  ask. 
You  say  that  unless  we  are  baptized  in 
water  we  cannot  be  saved  in  the  King- 
dom of  God,  as  you  call  it."  Verily  so" 
said  the  missionaries.  "Well,  now," 
said  he,  "we  are  ready  to  be  baptized  if 
that  is  what  is  necessary,  but,  what  about 
my  father,  the  noble  chieftain,  and  his 
father,  and  his,  and  the  other  great  men 
of   my   tribe?        Thev   never   heard   this 


doctrine  you  teach.  Where  are  they  now 
that  they  are  dead?"  "Ah,"  said  the 
missionaries,  "sad  to  say  they  have  gone 
to  hell."  "Then,"  said  the  chief,  with 
a  mighty  oath,  striking  his  weapon  upon 
the  ground,  "then,  to  hell  we  will  go  too, 
and  be  with  them!" 

It  was  a  brave  man  who  spoke.  But 
the  missionaries  had  not  learned  the 
whole  truth,  and  they  were  not  prepared 
•to  teach  that  simple  savage  mind — if 
you  want  so  to  call  it,  but  a  clear  think- 
ing one — the  great  truth  that  for  his 
illustrious  dead  the  necessary  ordinances 
could  be  administered  as  appointed  by 
the  Lord.  In  order  that  vicarious  ser- 
vice for  the  departed  may  be  properly 
administered,  it  is  absolutely  essential 
that  every  person  for  whom  an  ordin- 
ance, such  as  baptism,  is  administered, 
be  definitely  identified.  He  must  be 
known  by  name  and  place.  The  complete 
record  requires  the  date  and  place  of 
birth  and  death,  parentage,  and  the  re- 
lationship he  bears  to  the  mortal  proxy 
who  officiates  for  him. 

Now  do  you  see  why  we  are  interested 
in  genealogy?  Now  do  you  understand 
the  import  of  Genealogical  Sunday?  The 
living  are  at  work  for  their  dead ;  and  we 
see  in  this  matter  of  revival  of  interest 
in  genealogical  research  the  work  of  a 
power  higher  than  that  of  man.  It  is 
the  spirit  and  power  of  Elijah  moving 
upon  the  minds  of  men,  prompting  them 
to  compile  their  genealogical  records,  to 
learn  from  whom  they  came,  to  connect 
up  the  links  in  their  chain  of  lineage. 
Although  the  compilers  of  family  pedi- 
grees can  never  officiate  for  their  dead  in 
sacred  ordinances  unless  they  make 
themselves  fit  to  go  into  these  holy  places 
and  receive  the  ordinances  for  themsel- 
ves first,  they  are  accomplishing  a  very 
great  and  praiseworthy  work,  for  their 
records  may  be  used  by  some  of  their 
kindred  who  have  rendered  obedience  to 
the  requirements  of  the  Gospel  and  are 
therefore  entitled  to  enter  the  Temples 
and  minister  for  their  forefathers. 

The  genealogical  record  upon  the  basis 
of  which  these  essential  ordinances  are 
administered  by  proxy  must  be  correct. 
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Wte  hold  that  the  family  relationship 
will  exist  beyond  the  grave,  if  it  be  valid- 
ated by  the  appointed  authority  of  the 
Holy  Priesthood  here  upon  the  earth. 

Yes,  we  love  our  dead.  Our  hearts  go 
out  to  them  ;  we  are  seeking  after  them. 
We  believe  they  are  praying  that  we  may 
be  properly  guided  to  do  that  service  for 
them  which  they  are  not  now  able  to  do 
for  themselves,  and  as  a  natural  con- 
sequence we  have  great  interest  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  genealogy  and  lino- 
age. 

Right  glorious  is  the  plan  of  salvation. 
It  is  not  bounded  by  the  years  of  mor- 
tality nor  by  the  limitations  of  time.  Yet 
salvation,  whether  of  the  living  or  the 
dead,  shall  come  only  through  compli- 
ance with  the  laws  and  ordinances  of 
the  Gospel  ;  for  thus  the  Lord  hath 
spoken,  and  His  word  is  sure.  So  testify 
I  unto  you,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Amen. 


TEN    REASONS    WHY    I    PAY 
TITHING. 


The  following  ten  reasons  why  he  pays 
tithing  are  given  by  Dr.  George  H. 
Brimhall,  President  Emeritus,  Brigham 
Young  University,  Provo,  Utah: 

1.  Because  I  want  to  be  able  to  pray 
consistently;  pray  for  Zion,  her  protec- 
tion and  prosperity  ;  pray  for  the  leaders 
of  the  Church  that  they  may  have  in- 
fluence and  power ;  pray  thus  without 
the  smiting  consciousness  of  having  done 
nothing  to  prosper  Zion  or  to  help  her 
leaders. 

2.  B'ecause  I  want  to  be  able  to  par- 
take of  the  Sacrament  consistently.  The 
partaking  of  the  bread  is  an  ordinance 
by  which  I  witness  unto  Cod,  in  the 
presence  of  the  people,  my  willingness 
to  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Lord. 
He  has  commanded  a  payment  of  one- 
tenth  of  my  interest  annually. 

In  the  partaking  of  the  water  I  wit- 
ness that  I  remember  the  Lord,  and  I 
am  spiritually  admonished  to  remember 
the  Lord  in  mv  tithes  and  offerings. 


3.  Because  I  want  the  joy-giving  con- 
sciousness of  being  a  square-deal  busi- 
ness partner  with  my  Father  in  Heaven. 
My  contact  with  him  is:  One  part  U/c 
him  and  nine  for  me  with  his  blessing 
Non-tithe  paying  is  scripturaily  stamped 
as  dishonesty  of  a  high-handed  type. 

4.  Because  I  want  to  be  fair  with  my 
group  by  bearing  my  share  of  the  group 
expenses.  You  know,  perhaps,  what  il 
means  to  have  a  fellow  on  a  trip  that 
"  just  won't  put  up."  He  who  can  and 
won't  is  a  slacker,  and  deserves  neither 
the  respect  nor  the  sympathy  of  his  com- 
rades. 

5.  Because  I  want  the  welfare  that 
ran  come  only  through  material  com- 
munity growth.  The  history  and  the 
destiny  of  the  Church  of  which  I  am  a 
member  is  the  achievement  of  great 
things.  I  want  to  feel  that  I  am  a  part 
of  its  prosperity,  material  as  well  as 
spiritual ;  I  want  to  know  that  my  efforts 
are  registered  on  the  walls  of  its  temples, 
on  its  meeting-houses,  its  school  building 
and  hospitals,  as  well  as  in  the  spread 
and  defense  of  its  doctrines. 

G.  Because  I  want  to  live  the  law  of 
social  equity.  This  law  provides  for 
everyone  to  be  helped  according  to  his 
needs.  Tithing  is  one  of  the  great  finan- 
cial levelers.  A  universal  living  up  to  it 
would  prove  that  "  There  is  enough  for 
all  and  to  spare." 

7.  Because  I  want  the  thrift  habit 
that  comes  from  tithe-paying.  The 
tithe -payer  is  a  good  spender  but  not  a 
careless  one. 

8.  Because  I  want  will-training  that 
tithe-paying  gives.  Weak  wills  will  not 
will  to  pay  their  debts  of  honor  first. 

9.  Because  I  want  the  prosperity  that 
marks  the  tithe-paying  class  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Church.  As  a  rule  the  tithe- 
payers  are  in  the  ranks  of  helpers  in  the 
community  ;  they  are  not  only  generous 
but  they  have  something  with  which  to 
be  generous. 

10.  Because  I  want  the  record  of  my 
conscience,  the  records  of  my  people  and 
the  records  of  my  God  to  testify  of  my 
sincerity  in  the  advocacy  of  the  Church 
slogan.     "Every  member  a  tithe-payer," 

and  I  do  want  to  be  a  member. 
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A  STRANGE  DEBATE. 

It  \v;is  in  one  of  the  upper  rooms  of 
the  City  and  County  building.  The 
judiciary  committee  of  the  lower  house 
was  holding  a  hearing  on  a  liquor 
bill.  This  was  before  the  time  of 
the  state  capitol  and  before  the  time  of 
prohibition. 

A  debate  had  been  arranged  and  the 
speakers  had  drawn  a  large  crowd.  At 
least  one  of  the  speakers  had. 

He  was  a  brilliant  attorney  with  a  re- 
markable gift  of  oratory.  Silver  tongued 
he  was  called.  Where  he  Spoke,  people 
gathered  to  listen. 

It  happened  that  the  man  pitted  a- 
gainst  him  was  entirely  lacking  in  educa- 
tion. He  had  not  learned  to  read  and 
write  until  he  was  l(i  years  old,  and  all 
he  ever  had  from  books  thereafter  ex- 
cept for  a  few  months  in  school  was 
gained  at  odd  moments.  He  had  lived 
among  all  classes  of  men  and  done  many 
kinds  of  work  ;  among  other  things  had 
owned  a  saloon. 

But  one  time  when  he  was  alone  in 
the  mountains  the  spirit  of  God  had 
touched  his  heart,  and  getting  down  on 
his  knees  by  his  wagon  he  had  offered 
his  first  prayer.  As  time  went  by  he 
turned  to  serving  the  Lord.  For  years 
he  spent  his  nights  on  the  streets,  in  the 
pool  halls,  saloons,  even  the  brothels  ; 
trying  to  bring  to  sobriety  and  repent- 
ance straying  youth. 

This  man  was  taking  the  case  for  pro- 
hibition ;  the  lawyer  the  case  against  it. 
They  were  to  have  half  an  hour  each. 

Looking  over  the  intelligent  gathering 
and  in  the  presence  of  his  gifted  oppon- 
ent, the  foe  of  liquor  almost  lost  heart. 
But  feeling  it  was  not  his  work,  he  de- 
cided he  had  better  turn  humbly  to  the 
Master  whom  he  was  striving  to  serve. 

As  he  offered  an  inward  prayer,  some- 
thing happened.  A  direction  came  to 
him,  as  plainly  as  if  it  had  been  spoken 
in  an  audible  voice.  He  thanked  the 
giver  of  the  message,  and  fear  left  him. 

When  the  meeting  was  under  way  and 
the  preliminaries  were  over,  he  turned 
to  his  opponent  and  said,  "Judge,  is  it 
agreeable  to  you  for  me  to  speak  first?" 


The  attorney  much  pleased  replied, 
"Certainly;   that  is  entirely  agreeable." 

"Judge,  you  are  used  to  speaking.  If 
I  only  take  a  few  minutes  and  give  you 
the  rest  of  the  time,  that'll  be  all  right, 
too,  won't  it?" 

The  attorney  readily  agreed  to  this, 
perhaps  wondering  at  the  generous  treat- 
ment he  was  receiving. 

The  other  arose  and  spoke  to  the 
audience. 

"I  am  going  to  use  my  part  of  the 
time,  just  a  few  minutes,  in  asking  the 
Judge  some  questions.  I  don't  want  him 
to  evade  them.  He'll  have  plenty  of 
time.  I  want  him  to  give  them  an  honest 
answer." 

Turning  to  his  opponent,  he  said, 
"Judge,  will  you  kindly  tell  these  people 
any  instances  you  know  of  where  liquor 
has  done  people  any  good? 

"  Will  you  tell  where  it  has  made  dis- 
honest men  give  up  their  bad  life  and 
turn  to  honesty  '• 

"Will  you  tell  of  any  men  you  know 
who  have  been  wife-beaters  who  have 
reformed  because  they  started  to  drink? 

"Have  any  of  your  acquaintances  be- 
come better  fathers  and  provided  for 
their  children  and  educated  them,  be- 
cause they  took  up  the  liquor  habit? 

"You  are  a  lawyer  and  have  had  a  lot 
to  do  with  property,  give  us  a  list  of 
mortgages  you  have  seen  raised  because 
men  have  become  drunkards? 

"If  you  haven't  a  list,  give  us  one 
single,  solitary  mortgage  that  was  ever 
paid  off  because  some  sober  man  took  to 
drink  ? 

"I  can  give  you  thousands  of  instances 
where  liquor  has  done  men  harm,  turned 
good  husbands  into  wife  beaters,  kind 
fathers  into  men  their  children  feared 
and  hated,  honest  and  law  abiding  men 
into  thieves  and  murderers. 

"ijive  us  just  one  instance,  Judge  out 
of  your  wide  experience,  one  single  in- 
stance where  the  opposite  has  happened. 

"I  am  giving  you  the  rest  of  the  time. 
Judge,  giving  you  the  whole  evening  to 
answer  my  questions." 

The  attorney  arose.  It  was  the  strang- 
est debate  he  had  ever  been  in.  He  spoke 
at  some  lenorth  but  never  referred  to  the 
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questions.  He  warmed  to  no  inner  spirit. 
He  had  lost,  his  audience,  and  he  knew 
it. 

After   the   meeting   was   over   he   said 

half  ruefully  to  his  opponet,  "D you, 

why  did  you  put  me  in  such  a  hole?" 

The  other  in  answer  told  him  the 
whole  truth,  how  the  message  had  come 
to  him  from  a  source  he  believed  to  be 
the  Lord. 

The  Judge  was  sober  for  a  while  then 
he   turned    away   and   said    thoughtfully, 

I  half  believe  you  are  right."

THE  TOBACCO  HABIT. 

Sy  Fred.  L.  W.  Bennett,  First  President 
of  the  old  No-Tobacco  League  of  Utah. 


Of  all  the  foolish  habits  which  have 
been  permitted  to  fasten  themselves 
upon  the  human  family  I  think  that  of 
smoking  has  no  equal?  Try.  as  one  may 
to  find  some  virtue  in  this  habit,  some 
small  redeeming  quality,  at  least  that 
may  be  put  forward  in  its  defence,  he 
cannot  do  so.  I  speak  as  one  who 
smoked  regularly  in  his  youth,  as  well 
as  from  the  standpoint  of  the  non- 
smoker. 

W"  arc  often  told  that  tobacco  is  sooth- 
ing and  induces  contentment.  It  is  true 
thai  the  habitual  smoker  feels  better 
after  "lighting  up;"  but  this  is  not  due 
to  any  virtue  in  the  tobacco  habit  itself. 
Tobacco  contains  narcotic  qualities  which 
establish  a  craving  for  it  in  the 
system  of  the  victim,  and  what  is  mis- 
taken for  pleasure  in  connection  with  the 
exercise  of  the  smoking  habit  is  nothing 
but  the  satisfaction  of  this  craving.  It 
is  as  though  one  should  deliberately 
cause  an  irritating  rash  to  attack  his 
body  so  that  he  might  enjoy  scratching! 

One  of  the  silliest  argument's  advanced 
in  defense  of  tobacco  when  it  is  attack- 
ed as  a  bad  habit,  is  that  it  cannot  be  so 
disgusting  because  Mr.  So-and-So,  a 
prominent  citizen,  is  a  smoker.  I  am 
well  aware  that  many  fine  men  are  ad- 
dicted to  tobacco,  but  that  does  not 
elevate   it   in   the  least.        An   honorable 


man  cannot  turn  a  bad  habit  into  a  good 
one,  or  even  a  harmless  one,  by  his  in- 
dulgence in  it.  What  would  we  think  if 
someone  tried  to  make  us  believe  that 
a  good  habit  loses  its  virtues  when  in- 
dulged by  a  "bad"  man?  We  would  say 
that  person  was  "crazy,"  would  we  not? 
Let  me  illustrate.  A  citizen  is  shown 
over  the  State  Prison  for  the  first  time, 
and  in  one  of  the  cells  he  observes  a  man 
making  toys.  The  Warden  turns  toward 
the  ceil  and  says,  "  That  prisoner  is  one 
of  the  most  desperate  eases  we  have  to 
deal  with.  He  has  killed  two  men  and  is 
in  for  life  this  time,  but  he  has  a  fond- 
ness for  children  and  is  now  making 
toys  for  the  Children's  Hospital."  Would 
that  citizen  dare  to  exclaim,  "  Air. 
Warden,  I  used  to  think  making  toys  for 
poor  sick  children  a  virtue  but  now  I 
know  it  does  not  possess  any  good  quali- 
ties because  if  it  did  that  wretched  man 
would  not  be  taking  it  up  as  a  hobby?" 
The  visitor  certainly  would  not  say  this 
but  would  be  glad  that  even  the  worst 
among  us  have  some  redeeming  quality. 
Then,  if  you  will  grant  I  am  right  on  this 
point — as  you  must — it  follows  that  a 
good  man  can  indulge  a  bad  habit  and 
still  retain  his  respectability  and  useful- 
ness but  without  in  any  way  changing 
that  habit  into  a  decent  one. 

And  what  can  we  say  when  the  young 
man  or  boy  shows  a  hankering  after  the 
tobacco  habit  because  he  is  afraid  he  will 
bs  called  a  "Sissy"  if  he  leaves  it  alone? 
I  know  that  as  a  youngster  I  thought 
manly  qualities  were  associated  with  the 
smoking  habit,  but  as  I  look  back  over 
the  years  I  wonder  how  any  boy  could 
have  been  so  stupid  as  to  believe  this. 
Just  what  could  there  be  in  smoking  to 
make  boys  think  they  have  to  take  it  up 
in  order  to  escape  from  the  charge  of 
effeminacy? 

To  stick  cigar,  pipe  or  cigarette  be- 
tween one's  teeth  requires  no  courage  or 
physical  strength,  nor  does  it  add"  to 
one's  physical  charms!  Girls  can  smoke 
as  well  as  young  men  and  boys,  and  are 
doing  so  today  and  in  many  parts  of  the 
world  some  of  the  heaviest  smokers  are 
coarse  old  women.  The  tobacco  habit  it- 
self was  introduced  to  the  white  man  by 
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degraded  savages  and  its  narcotic  quali- 
ties fitted  in  well  with  their  indolent 
habits.  Truly  smoking  is  not  a  sign  of 
superiority  and  the  sooner  the  rising 
generation  grasps  this  fact  the  better  for 
jfc.  Were  it  not  for  the  monev  there  is 
in  it — for  those  who  grow,  manufacture 
and  sell  tobacco — the  habit  of  smoking 
would  be  laughed  out  of  existence,  for  it 
is  so  ridiculous.  \Yhv.  whenever  a  cam 
po-ign  against  some  proposed  anti-tobac 
co  legislation  is  started,  remember  it  is 
not  the  smokers  who  are  agitated  but 
those  who  profit  from  tobacco  financially 
directly  and  indirectly.  We  often  lose 
sight  of  this  fact  when  dicussing  the 
habit.  It  is  true  there  are  smokers  who 
profess  anger  when  tobacco  is  attached 
in  our  legislatures,  but  it  is  still  true  that 
its  continued  use  is  due  to  the  monev 
there  is  in  it 

I  have  heard  not  a  few  inveterate 
smokers  laud  the  anti-tobacco  move 
ments,  and  some  of  them  have  to  my 
personal  knowledge  offered  money  to  aid 
them.  They  have  continued  to  smoke 
only  because  they  lacked  the  courage  to 
shake  off  the  habit  and  be  free  men ;  for 
those  who  have  once  permitted  the  habit- 
to  "get"  them  are  not  free  in  the  fullest 
sense  of  the  word.  Certainly  no  one  who 
permits  a  habit  to  make  a  slave  of  him 
is  showing  any  superior  qualities  of  man- 
hood. I  often  think  that  boys  who  insist 
noon  their  chums  using  tobacco  are  not 
quite  sure  that  they  ought  to  have  taken 
up  the  habit  themselves,  and  they  per 
haps  have  a  vague  feeling  that  their 
companions  should  suffer  along  with 
themselves.  Certainly  they  do  not  act  as 
if  they  were  trying  to  persuade  others  to 
lake  it  up  for  the  good  there  is  in  it! 

Perhaps  the  biggest  argument  used  in 
defense  of  tobacco  is  that  the  habit  of 
smoking  is  harmless.  Even  the  few 
scientific  authorities  who  come  to  its  aid 
in  a  half-hearted  sort  of  way  do  not  pre 
tend  it  has  any  positive  virtues.  But 
how  can  anyone  who  reads,  thinks  and 
observes  comes  to  any  conclusion  other 
than  that  tobacco  is  soul  and  body  des- 
troying?    The  Weight  of  evidence   accu- 


mulated over  about  three  hundred  year* 
is  overwhelmingly  against  it. 

We  are  not  infrequently  told  that  by 
harping  upon  the  subject  so  much  we  are 
driving  boys  to  the  tobacco  habit  through 
a  rebellious  spirit  which  nature  has  in- 
planted  in  youth.  I  do  not  see  how  this 
could  be  the  case  when  we  remember 
that  in  those  countries  which  have  no 
anti-tobacco  campaigns  such  as  we  know, 
smoking  is  indulged  in  on  a  much 
greater  scale  than  in  America,  serious 
though  the  situation  is  here.  I  doubt 
very  much  that  any  boy  has  been  driven 
to  take  up  the  habit  because  of  what  his 
father  or  mother  or  Sunday  School 
teacher  has  said  against  it.  If  he  has  I 
am  sorry  for  him,  because  ingratitude 
could  not  go  much  further. 

I  think  it  is  about  time  to  speak  mere 
plainly  to  the  youth  en  the  subject  of 
tobacco  than  we  have  ever  spoken  before. 
When  the  boy  laughs  at  our  fears  for  his 
future  if  he  is  to  become  a  tobacco  ad- 
dict, I  think  we  have  a  right  to  remind 
him  of  his  obligation  to  his  elders.  Tell 
him  that  after  he  has  reached  the  age 
of  twenty-one  he  is  a  man  and  can  do  as 
he  pleases  without  his  father's  consent, 
but  until  he  has  reached  that  age  he 
owes  him  some  respect.  Youth  is  apt  to 
become  selfish  and  to  take  everything  for 
granted  without  giving  the  slightest 
thing  in  return.  A  boy  who  is  being 
well  fed,  clothed,  educated  taken  care  of 
in  illness,  etc.,  at  his  parents'  expenses 
— should  be  willing  to  postpone  the  ac- 
quisition of  a  habit  for  a  few  years,  at 
least  at  their  earnest  entreaty,  even 
though  he  thinks  it  harmless  and  other 
boys  laugh  at  him  for  not  indulging. 

So  let  us  not  depend  too  much  upon 
the  bad  scientific  and  moral  effects  of 
tobacco  in  our  campaign  to  save  the 
youth  against  the  habit  of  smoking,  but 
at  the  same  time  show  him  there  are 
other  reasons  why  he  should  postpone 
its  indulgence  for  a  time,  if  he  must  take 
it  up.  Then  let  us  dwell  upon  the  ridic- 
ulous aspects  of  it,  showing  it  to  be  not 

a  manly  habit  as  supposed,  but  a  child
